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Stanford Park Residents Set Forth Reasons 


For Proposed Street Improvement Protest 


A regular meeting of the Stan- 
ford Park Property Owners Associ- 
ation was held at the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. Rogers on Partridge ave- 
nue on Wednesday, December 19th, 
with President Alphonse Seiller in 
the chair. Two or more representa-~ 
tives of the ten sections of the Park 
were present included among them 
being: Harry B. Linderholm, Frank 
Ww. Johnson, Alfred H. Anderson, 
Norman Schofield, James Arm- 
strong, Captain Fred Whittaker, 
Mr. and Mrs. W. S. Bower, Mr. and 
Mrs. John Koester, Mr .and Mrs. 
Stevens, Dr. Lydon H. Conell and 
others. It is stated that the associ- 
ation now has a membership of ap- 
proximately 130 residents, property 
owners and voters. 

A full discussion of the improve- 
ment situations to date was had 
and the decision of the meeting was 
that the Association would take no 
further action pending the final dis- 
position, one way or the other, of 
the Protest against Resolution No. 
29-1. 

A special committee was appoint- 
ed with instructions to prepare for 
publication an open letter on the 
matter, which follows: 

To the Honorable Mayor, 
and City Council of Menlo Park. 

Whereas the Stanford Park Prop- 
erty Owners Association is interest- 
ed in securing for its district the 
most economic and suitable street 
and other improvements at the 
lowest cost and through the most 
advisable methods, and whereas it 
appears that certain considerations 
relative to the matter, not covered 
in our formal Protest, have not as 
yet been presented, we desire to 
bring attention to the following 
pertinent matters: 

1. That the original petition for 
improvements was not circulated by 
the property owners themselves but 
by representatives of the Peninsula 
Paving Company; that such petit- 
ion is not representative of the 
needs or wishes of the great ma- 
jority of the interested property 
owners; and that many signers 
thereof, after being fully advised of 
all the facts, have since signed the 
Protest against Resolution No. 29-1. 

2. That whereas the 1911 Im- 
provement Act provides a maximum 
of 60 days be allowed for the secur- 
ing of names for Protest, the Reso- 
lution permitted but 20 days theere- 
for, or about the minimym allow- 
able under the law. 

3 That the assessment district 
under Resolution No. 29-1 appears 
to be unnecessarily large and con- 
tains areas which can reasonably 
obtain no valid benefits from the 
proposed work; and that the only
